ROCKY POINT FERRY. 

To the Editor of the Cromwell Arous. 

Sir, — Recently the Government have done a 
good service to travellers and to the district, 
by mailing arrangements to have the charges at 
the ferries on, the Queenstown road lessened ; 
and they deserve every credit for their action 
except the credit of promptitude ; the thing 
should have been done long .ago. But there are 
other ferries, besides those mentionerl, regarding 
which the same arrangement might be carried 
out, and I beg to bring under yonr notice the 
injury done to tho district by the excessive rate 
of charges at the pimt at Rocky Point, 

It is hardly to ha understood why either the 
Cromwell Corporation or the Bendigo Gnlly resi- 
dents have not made an effort to secure a reduo- 
tion ere this. The charges are much higher than 
at the Queenstown road ferries, and must be a 
heavy tax upon supplies which may be taken 
from here to Bendigo, or vice ivrsa. And it cer- 
tainly is not going too far to say that the high 
charges have a deterrent effect upon the taking 
up of the land at Hawea Flat. 

We have a district representative who might 
be able to do something in this matter if his at- 
tioD were directed, to it. Or, .if the piiiit pro- 
prietary intend to maintain tho present charges, 
surely an effort might be made to open up the 
road to Bendigo by Quartz Reef Point.

SPECIAL TAXATION. 

To the Editor of the Cromwell Argot. 

Sir, — No subject requires more attention in 
the political world than the raising of money for 
state purposes. This is mainly owing to the 
great difficulty of levying the burden equally on 
all. I do not think it would he wiile of the 
mark to sav that in no country are the national 
taxes equally levied, and this applies more espe- 
cially to ue\?; countries ; and New Zealand is cer- 
tainly no exception. In this country the ques- 
tion of equity has been s.adlynegleotoij, and never 
was this more evident than at the present time in 
the Province of Otago The people of this Pro- 
vince are made up of four olaases. Vie,, — the 
pastoral, agricultural, oominorcial, and tho min* 
ing. At a rough glance it might be supposed 
that each of those industries oontribtttean equally 
proportionate share to the General and Provin- 
cial revenue J but it requires very little serious 
consideration to see th,at ' such is really not the 
o.ase. To show that, I will onlv de>l with one 
of the four industries, viz., tho mining, — the 
largest industry I venture to say in this Pro- 
vince. tho most neglected, and poorest repre- 
sented. That it is the heaviest taxed appears to 
be generally admitted ; in fact, cannot he denied. 
Tho miner has no reason to complain of the 
general taxation, such as oustoms, stamp dot}', 
ordinary licenses, ic. ; hut it is of the most un- 
just and oppressivB special taxation under which 
he groans that he complains, and justly tOo. 



This tax is called the Gold Export Duty, .and is 
nothing more nor less than the Government 
charging a little more than sixpence in thii ponnd 
for every pound the miner earns. To put it 
fdiis way i a miner earning £300 per year only 
gets £290, out of which he has to pay his share 
of general taxes, which in this country are very 
Heavy ; indeed so heavy that many of those who 
are not specially taxed are feeling it oppressive. 
Some might and do say that two and sixpence 
per ounce is not a very heavy tux, and serves as 
a “ hobby” at electioneering times. , But such 
talk only comes from those who have never 
given the 'matter any consideration. To show 
this, I will give a few figures, which speak so 
forcibly and plainly, that comment is soorcely 
necessary. The export from New Zealand from 
the 1st of April, 1857, to 3U,h September, 1874, 
was 7,510,493 ounces of gold, worth £29,222,845. 
Of this, Otago contributed 3,312,493 oimoes, re- 
presenting £12,986,505. At 2s. 6d. per ounce, 
the duty paid on gold up to last ycaV, the 
goldfields of the colony have paid in eighleeti 
years speoi.uI toxes to the amonnt of £933,311. 
Otago’s share of the money so unjustly squeezed 
out of the goldfields is £414,311, or nearly half 
a million of money. When large numbers are 
used they are very apt to be uudervalued, so I 
will show how this obnoxious special t-ax affects 
individual miners or companies. Take, for in- 
stance, the last cake of gold turned oat by the 
Cromwell Company, which was about 1200 ozs. ; 
this at £4 per onuce would be L4800 ; deduct 
from that the export duty payable on it, and 
L4680 remains, — losing L120 of special duty from 
one cake. So for every 1200 ounces of gold, 
Government gets L120. This special tax is one 
of the agencies now so vigoi-ously at work driv- 
ing the miner from his Sold of independence. 
The diggings are gradually being deserted. This 
has been apparent within the last two or three 
years. Only those who are on payable ground, 
and those who are perm-auently settled wilt re- 
main, and the former only till the ground they 
are on is worked out. Few will go prospecting, 
because they feel that in doing so they are only 
opening up a way whereby the squatter and far- 
mer may keep their burden of taxation easy. 
But there is a remedy for this, which the miners 
have in their own hands, and the sooner they 
apply the remedy the better, as they are gradu- 
ally getting weaker ; and that remed y is agitating 
with determination to have no goldfields repre- 
sentative, either General or .Provincial, who will 
not strain every nerve to have special taxation 
abolishe.!. It -is most lamentable to see how 
some of the gold fields representatives play with 
their constituents, even to the extent of pledg- 
ing themselves to support a reduction of the 
special tax on the goldfields, and turning round 
and opposing such reduction when it suits their 
own selfish ends. I beg pardon for saying there 
was only one of the goldfields representatives 
at tho last meeting of the Provincial Council 
who opposed the reduction of the gold duty. 
His reward was L409, and the honour of being a 
member of the Round Robin Government. This 
w.as a tempting bait held out by the squatter- 
farmer party, and no wonder a young and inno- 
cent member w.as caught. — I am, £c.,

FATAL ACCIDENT. 



One of those unfortunate occurrences which 
form a part of the experiences of evoiy min- 
ing community, but which happily have not 
been so markedly prevalent in this as in 
some other goldfields districts, took place on 
Saturday last at Pipeclay Gully, Bannock- 
burn, by which Samuel Bottrell, a young 
man in the prime of life, being only twenty- 
eight ye.ars of age, lost his life. Bottrell was 
an old resident in the district, and Was well 
known as a quiet, decent young man ; and 
what makes his death in so sudden a manner 
all the more deplorable is tho fact that onlv 
eight weeks ago, his brother and sister ar- 
rived in the district, having newly come from 
tho Home country. The brother, a lad about 
sixteen, was working in the claim with him 
at the time of the accident, himself running 
a very narrow escape. The circumstances of 
the accident were shortly as follows : — Bot- 
trell and his brother were engaged on Satur- 
day, about 12 o’clock, in clearing away a slip 
of earth which had taken place in the face of 
the claim, tho lad being working closer to 
the face than the dece.ascd. Without the 
slightest warning, — ^the lad being unable to 
say whether it came from the slip, twenty or 
thirty feet np, or from a higher part of tho 
face, — a lump of earth, about four or five 
cwt. in wei.ght, came rolling down, .and bound- 
ing over the lad, struck Bottrell between 
the shoulders. Bottrell was in a stooping 
position, and was- knocked into the tail- 
race, where he lay with the water running 
over him, underneath the lump of e.arth, 
which spanned the race. Tlie lad tried to 
extricate his brother, but failing, went for 
assistance, and while he wus away, a man 
named Graham, passing to his dinner from 
his work in the next claim, s;iw the gum 
boots above the edge of the race, and found 
Bottrell lying there quite dead. He managed 
to roll the earth away, and .got deceased Out ; 
and when assistance came, the body was con- 
veyed to Richards's Hotel. Word was 
brought into Cromwell, and Dr Stirling and 
Sergeant Gassets went out. The Sergeant 
took steps to have an inquest hold, and 
in tho afternoon the Coroner, .lames 
Corse, .Esq., M.D., proceeded to hold the 
same. The young brother and Mr Graham 
were examined, and Sergeant Cassels, and a 
verdict was returned to tha effect that “ tho 
dece,ased, SsTnuel Bottrell, Was accidentally 
killed bv a fall of earth while working in his 
claim at Pipcclay-l.crraca, On November 14, 
1874.” 

The reso”''! in which d''ceas''d ms helil 
was well evidenced at his funeral on Sunday 
afternoon, when a very largo attendance fol- 
lowed his remains to the Cromwell Cemetery. 
Bottrell was a member of the Cromwell Lodge 
of Oddfellows, and the brethren followed Iho 
corpse in proceesion.

The following account of the inquest lately 
held at Roxburgh extracted from the Tablet, 
may be of some interest -to your readers : 

" All inquest was held at Roxburgh on 
Wednesday, the 28th of October, before W. 
L. Simpson, Esq., coroner, on the body of 
the unfortunate man Edward Morrison, 'Town 
Clerk, Roxburgh, who, it transpired, had on 
the previous night (?) committed suicide by 
hanging himself to a rafter in the upper room 
of Mr H. M'Dowal’s house. From the evi- 
dence adduced there could be no doubt as to 
the fact of the man being in an unsound 
state of mind at the time, and a verdict of 
“temporary insanity” was returned accord-, 
iiigly. The jury, prior to arriving at “their 
decision, wished the Coiirt'to be cleared, but, 
contrary to the usual and proper custom, the 
coroner remained, also djd another individual, 
at.'the coroner’s request, but who was in no 
way connected with the case. , The j ury after 
deliberation, arrived at their verdict, and 
added a rider to the effect, “ That they much 
regretted the long and unnecessary delay, 
(Sunday to Wednesday) which had occurred 
in having an inquest held.” The coroner, in 
rather a warm manner, appeared anything 
but pleased with the rider, and positively de- 
clined to accept of it, adding he was a coroner 
all over New Ze.aland, and would arrange for 
holding inquests when he liked. Some of the 
jury suggested that any of the resident local 
J.P.’s could have conducted the inquiry ; but 
the coroner declared that no J.P. should hold 
an inquest, except with his permission. So 
in this case, where there was no evidence of a 
suspicious character adduced, the public had 
to submit to tlie painful infliction of having 
the body of a suicide remaining in a private 
family’s house for four days, one witness de- 
tained three days awaiting the Inquest, and 
the incurring of cost of travelling by coroner 
from Clyde, a distance of thirty-five miles, 
all of which annoyance could have been 
easily avoided. The funeral, which was 
largely attended by the residents in the 
neighbotirhood, took place immediately after 
the inquest, at 7 o’clock p.ni., under the 
charge of the Oddfellows’ Society, whose ser- 
vice was read at the grave.”

We have been fa-voured with the following 
description of the Hospital building : — 

The building is designed with the adminis- 
trative department in the centre, and male 
and female wards on each side. Tliis block 
contains entrance hall, from which enter the 
governor and matron’s parlour and bedroom ; 
and surgery adjoining. Passing through the 
corridor is the bathroom, common to all the 
wards, also the kitchen, pantry, &c. To the 
right of the administrative block, is the ward 
for females, and on the opposite side the 
ward for the males. Bach ward is provided 
with French casement windows, for the pur- 
pose of admitting patients on stretchers with- 
out the trouble of having to carry them 
through the p.assages. The heating is by 
means of open fireplaces, and thorough ven- 
tilation has been provided. Cold air is ad- 
mitted from the oubiide by flues through the 
walla, with openings inside above the floor 
level, which are under the control of the 
mivsea, and are made to open and shut as re^ 
quired. Tiie vitiated air itasses off at the 
ceiling, and is conducted into an air tnink 
extending throughout the entire length of 
the building, and leading into ventilating 
tunnel in roof. 

The front elevation shews the administra- 
tive block in the centre. This is finished 
with a gable containing principle entrance 
doorway, aperture for block', &c. S the ■ open- 
ings being finished with inouldcil projections,

Mr Bari-y has been treating the people ol 
Queenstown to hia lecture ou. Coloni^ Ex-

Ths people on 
V^iitiiHftna ilild-Gabriel’s Gully, V ere looking 
but for “ Barr^; fish vans," and he was not 
to be done. He therefore, -at an enermons 
expense, engaged some boats ti ge fishing 
with lines and hooks at the.Taien Heads, so 
that he might send up the vans. ' Labour was 
then scarce and dear, the vans w*^ standing 
idle, and horses and men were eating 
their heaila off.’’

was Mayor he held the reins rather “too 
tight’’ and that put him in arrears.

In Sydney he obtained £600 more, but had 
to takeupaniimber of ' 'witnesses to Bathurst, 
to whom he had to pay £3 3s per week each, 
besides “ champagning themnp’’-all the time. 
This soon made his money come “ slack.’’ 
Altogether he spent £700 in nine months 
with Seeing .“ high- life below stairs," and 
other matters which brought his purse once 
more “Ibw.” ; ....

return to New South Wales again to look 
after his property, and they would no doubt 
see him once more on his feet, for he still 
j possessed, he was glad to say, strength and 
energy.

That winter 
was a very severe ohe, and people got very 
H)ad with chilblains. An individual came to 
ihim one day with very bad feet caused by 
these. He made him rub hia, ifeefc with the 
““ skinimings” of the tripftaitd .cow heels from 
the boilers, which cur^^^ia]^,jn,The man did 
not know wliat was ^iv 9 p h|ip,jj)ut he soon 
spread the information, and caused a great 
rush for the “ perferi cure” dSf conrse he 
at once took advantage’ of this,' and vended 
the '■* precious fluid” according to a sign put 
'up— “ A perfect cure for chilblains”— in 
aniall bottles at from 2s. fid. to 5s. per bottle. 
But winter, was not going to last for ever, and 
Hartley’s and Eeilly’s diggings also started, 
land the “ chilblain season" got fiat and un- 
profitable. . Basiness also gut bad, and he 
followed the crowd to the Diinstan. ... 
.. . . A. great in.any were rnshing over to 
the Kawaran River J unction (now Cromwell). 
He followed of coarse, and had to swim the 
htolyneux (where the bridge now is) with hia 
clothes tied on his head. Very few men 
were able to swim that river. Got a few 
•ounces of gold that day on the beackea of 
the river. , . . , , Afterwards bought 
fhe interest of the good will of Mr Eobert 
Wilkin, owner of the Wanaka Station, for 
£270. Prices for meat then ranged from Is. 
to la. 3d, per pound. Soon after a powerful 
opposition “poured in” to the Kawarau 
function, and, he had to resort to cutting 
against 'five aliopsi It was good sport and 
profit to the public, but almost death to him 
(Hr Barry.) He lost a good deal of capital 
by this, but he was not to be done. He put 
up a sign, “The right man in thfe right place,” 
and sold sheep that cost him 3&. for 2s. fid. 
por.qnarler— and this for flveWnths. He 
aecured'h victory; The public ]ireiented him 
with a handtome gold watdh and chiin ; made 
a public holiday ; a bullock was roasted ; and 
a brass band of music played the “ Roast 
beef of old England.” Tlie celebiation was 
a tip-top one, but when it carat he was 
about “ broke,” but a remittance cime from 
New South Wales that put him oace more 
on his feet. Soon after the “ Municipal Cor- 
porations” came into force he was elected the 
first Mayor of Cromwell by a Urge najority, 
being three times elected in all. During 
the second year he here again net Sir 
George Grey, who he had previously 
met years before at Port Essington and at 
Adelaide, when he was Governor there.

R'EVOLTINO MURDEtE IN TOEKSHIRB. 

A man has just been hung at York fur a 
murder committed under the moat revolting 
circumstances. His name was Jackson, the 
|son of a labourer near Ripon, and for se- 
veral years he was absent from home, having 
jenlisted, and being sent on foreign service. 
When he left a sister had just been born, 
and on his return home a few months ago, he 
found this same sister grown, to a woman’s 
estate. Her age was sixteen, but she was 
more like a woman of twenty, and in appear- 
ance she is described as having been exceed- 
ingly .handsome. Indeed she was celebrated 
as the rustic belle of that part of the country. 
Jackson and she were, as you may suppose, 
almost like strangers, and in an evil hour 
they conceived an incestuous passion far one 
another. Jackson was a man of very vio- 
•leni temper, and it seems that he soon squab- 
bled with his father and mother, who, how- 
eyer, had no idea of the existence of iinpro- 
par relations between the brother and sister. 
Eveutnally the son was ordei'ed by his^ father 
to leave home, and packing up his swag he 
set off. The sister, however,, followed him, 
and the murderer’q own confession telh the 
rest. After walking some distance on tlie 
road, the girl in great' distress, he urged her 
strongly to return home. This she refused 
t6 do, and Jackson, partly annoyed bj the 
spectacle of the dreadful ruin he had crested, 
for the girl was ciicicnfe, and partly driven to 
distraction from fear of exposure, drew out a 
razor and cut his sister's throat in a most 
horrible manner. This was done in the dusk, 
and no one saw the deed, but Nemesis could 
not fail to overtake such a man, and at a vil- 
lage where ha arrived a few days afterwards 
he let fall certain expressions which betnyed 
him. No eflort was made for a reprieve, for 
it was felt that hi.5 fate was well deserved. 

TSa PECtrilAE, PEOPIB. 

At the Central Criminal Court, on Wed- 
nesday, Thomas Hines, a respectable-looking 
man, turrendered to take his trial for the 
manslaughter of his child, Joseph Hines, two 
years old. By another indictment, the pri- 
soner was charged with neglecting to provide 
proper medical attendance for the same child, 
at a time when he was seriously ill, and by 
this means endangered his life. The priso- 
ner, who pleaded not guilty to both charges, 
is a labouring man, and resides at Woolwich, 
and is a member of a religious sect called the 
Peculiar People, one of whose tenets is that 
it is contrary to the Divine will, in cases of 
illness, to call in the assistance of a medical 
man," and the only means of attempted cure 
that they resort to are prayers by the elders 
of the sect over the patient, and anointing 
the body of the sick parson with oil. In some 
cases recovery ensues. Several cases of man- 
slaughter have, liowover, occurred, and some 
time back a man was convicted of that of- 
fence in this court, under similar circum- 
stances, but ho was allowed to go ont upon 
hia entering into a recognisance to appear and 
receive the judgment of tlie Court if called 
upon to do so— a sort of promise being given 
that in future, in cases of serious illness, the 
assistance of a medical man should be pro- 
vided ; but it would appear that the mem- 
bers of this peculiar body of religionists still 
determine to persevere in carrying out their 
original notions. On the present occasion 
the charge of manslaughter was not pressed, 
but prisoner was tried on the second charge, 
of neglecting to pn,nvide medical assistance 
for the child when it wa.s seriously ill, and 
thereby endangering its life. Tlie circum- 
stances appeared to be that on tho 26th of 
June the child was first seized with convul- 
sions, but got -better ; on the 30th of June he 
was worse, and on the fitb of July lie died. 
iDurlng tho illness it was .admitted that the 
prisoner behaved very kindly to tho child, 
and provided it with brandy and arrowroot, 
and other things of the kind ; but ho ob- 



a medical gentleman practising in the neigh- 
borhood, said, according to his opinion, it 
was absolutely necessary that medical aid 
should have been called in, but of course it 
was impossible to prcivo that the assistance 
of a medical man would have been attended 
with any beneficial effect in the condition the 
child was in. Baron Pigott, at the oataefi of 
the case, expressed great doubt whotiier the 
mere neglect to provide a child, who was jU, 
with medical assistance amounted to » legwl 
offence, and he said at one time it was con^ 
sidered that when death arose from the uvl- j 
ministration of hoinoepathic medicines it' ] 
amounted to the worst description of man- 
slaiiglrter. The question was whether the 
mere omission by a parent to call in a medical 
man to a sick child amounted to a criminal 
offence, and he thought a judge ought to be 
very cartful before be ruled that this was the 
law. He would, however, hear the evidence. 
The witnesses for the prosecution were then 
examined, and they proved the facts as nar- 
rated. Dr Sharp, who was called in, stated 
that death arose fro-m inflammation of: the 
perecardium, and he should have used 
leeches, and probably calomel, with the ob- 
ject of reducing the inflammatory symptoms. 
In answer to questions put by the learned 
judge, the witness stated that many medical 
men would object to the employment of calo- 
mel in such a case, and homccopathic doctors 
would almost think it madness to employ 
leeches. Baron Pigott, at tlie close of the 
case, expressed his opinion that no culpable 
negligence could be proved against the pri- 
soner, and that the mere omission to call in 
a medical man in such a case aid not amount 
to a criminal offence. He therefore directed 
the jury to return a verdict of not guilty, and 
the prisoner was ordered to be discharged. 



Chinese as Colonists. 

VICTORIAN EKPERIBNCSS. 

A correspondent writing tu a Melbourne 
contemporary remarks : — 

, Some most inacourato statements regarding 
Chinamen have been put in cireniation re- 
cently. . He has been represented as a marry- 
ing man. Nothing is further from tho truth. 
In 1871 there were 18,000 Chinamen in the 
Colony, and thirty-six Chinawomen, all of 
whom had been bom in China. In the same 
year only thirty-three Chinamen got married, 
twelve of whose wives were Victorian born, 
six of the wives did not know their birth- 
place, eight of the wives were English born, 
and only three of the wives were Irish. The 
respectability of a few Chinamen’s wives in 
Victoria is beyond all question, but, as a rule, 
John marries the larrikiness to assist him in 
his unlawful calling about little Boiirke- 
street. It has been erroneously asserted also 
that the Chinaman settles down. Quite un- 
true. Only thirty-four took ont letters of 
naturalisation during the lastten years. Out 
of the 18,000, .500 are now in the gaols of the 
Colony, 250 for the crime of felony. 'What 
becomes of John ? it may be asked. The 
fact is, he shares one characteristic in com- 
mon with what we call the elite of Victorian 
society. He is a most shameless absentee. 
Fifty or sixty leave our shores every month 
for the Flowery Land, abstracting all the 
plunder they have come by through fossick- 
ing and prigging, brothel-keeping and gam- 
bling. About an equal number arrive.
